LOVE'S VICTORY 


Harry Entwistle Pardoned 


From State Prison. 


HIS DEED OF 
BRAVERY 
"WON 


HIM OFFICIAL 


Maria Clegg, Hi3 Sweetheart, Was 


Also Very Happy. 


Harry Entwistle ia a free man. 
The pardon reached the state prison at 


0.20 p. m., yesterday and a touching scene 
took place at the warden's office. 
The 


pardon was predicted in Saturday's 
SUN 


when the events in the lives of Entwistle 
and his sweetheart, Maria Clegg, were 
told. 
They are now so familiar that a 


repetition ia superfluous. 


But while the .work of securing the par- 


don was undertaken by Miss Cleffg, with 
Mr. T. 0. Entwistle's assistance, one fict 
in the young man's life while serving; in 
prison was the best ground for 
official 


clemency. 
It was wben, on March 4, 


1SS)3. he knocked down the notorious John 
Booth, who had a revolver and had shot at 
an officer, during a. prison riot. 
Through 


Entwistle's quick assistance the riot was 
subdued. 


The pardon had been considered fcr 


soino time, and it carried in tlie council 
'A 


to a. 


The pardon was granted on the follow- 


ing reasons: 


1. 
His meritorious nnd heroic conduct 


in assisting the officers of the state prison 
in suppressing a riot at the risk of his 
life. 


2. 
His uniformly good conduct while in 


prison. 


3. Public safety, public good, the prac- 


tice of good order and discipline in all the 
prisons of the 
commonwealth, will be 


materially promoted by granting the re- 
quest of the petitioners in this case. 


There was a stronc feeling against the 


pardon in the council, some of the mem- 
bers agreeing to cut down the sentence, 
which could not be done. A motion was 
also made to have the pardon take effect 
Dec. 31. but this also failed. 


Mr. T. C. Entwistle, Miss Clegg and a 


personal friend of Harry, were at the state 
house waiting for the pardon. 


Learning that there was likely to be a 


brief delay"V)ofore Ifis Excellency could 
sign the pardon, the two men conducted 
Miss Clegr; to u neighboring house, with 
the understanding that they would call 
for her as soon as the valuable document 
hart been sof.ured. 


Love, however, was above all the trivial- 


ities of formal delay, and stopping only 
long enough to lay in a stock of edible 
delicacies, the 
faithful 
sweetheart took 


tbo first car for the Charlestown prison. 


In the meantime, Deputy Warden Has- 


kell, who had received his notice of the 
pardon at 4.40 p. m.. had notified En- 
twistle and he had given him an opportu- 
nity to change Ins prison garb for the wel- 
come citizen's suit. 


The poor fellow, scarcely crediting this 


good news, went into the warden's office, 
and before many minutes of anxious wait- 
ing welcomed the brave little woman he 
had loved so well and who, in spite of his 
attempts on her life, had struggled so long 
and so successfully for him. The warden 
considerately withdrew and left the re- 
joined couple to welcome each other and 
to await 
the coming of Brothel- En- 


twistle with the precious paper, ordering 
the release of the prisioner. This occur- 
red in about an hour, and the scene was 
quite as affecting as the greeting between 
the two lovers. 
The elder Entwistle has 


always stood by his brother and Harry has 
depended entirely on him for the arrange- 
ment of his future plans. 
When the par- 


don wan handed to Deputy Haskell, the 
formalities were very brief. 


"Enttvistle," said he, "I am happy to 


tell you that executive clemency has been 
extended to you on the following condi- 
tions,"—and then he read to him the clause 
which says that if within the term of his 
expected imprisonment Entwisfle should 
be arre-'ited and convicted ofany imprison- 
able offence 
whatsoever, 
he shall 
he 


obliged to return and pay the full penalty 
of his original sentence. 


As soon as Eiitivlstle li.id signed his 


name to this paper he received a hearty 
handshake on the part of the various 
prison oflicials after which he clasped his 
alfianccd to his heart and then fell sob- 
bing on his brother's shoulder. 


An adjournment was immediately made 


to the corridor, when, seated between the 
two brothers, Jlisg Olcgg earnestly dis- 
cussed future plans. 


"We can't say anything yet about what 


will be done," said Mr. T. C. Entwistle. 


"Monday we will tell you all. They arc 


to be married, of 
course, 
and 
soon. 


Whether they will pay a visit to England 
or not, I cannot say. 
They are too happy 


now to do anything with—except to leave 
them alone."
